The  thirty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Jewish  Foster  Home 
and  Orphan  Asylum  was  held  on  Sunday  afternoon,  May  the 
2d,  1886,  at  three  o’clock,  P.  M.,  at  the  Home,  Mill  Street, 
Germantown.  I.  Binswanger,  Esq.,  President,  in  the  chair. 
Benj.  F.  Teller,  Secretary.  About  five  hundred  members 
and  patrons  were  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Simon  Pfaelzer,  Henry  S. 
Louchheim,  and  William  Gerstley  the  tellers  to  conduct  the 
election,  and  declared  the  polls  open. 

The  following  nominations  were  then  made:  for  President, 
I.  Binswanger;  for  Vice-President,  Mason  Hirsh;  for  Treas¬ 
urer,  Philip  Lewin;  for  Secretary,  Benjamin  F.  Teller. 

For  Managers  to  serve  for  three  years,  Augustus  Bacharach, 
Meyer  Frank,  A.  E.  Massman,  Henry  L.  Strouse. 

For  members  of  the  Associate  Board,  to  serve  for  three 
years,  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Frank,  Mrs.  Jacob  Kaufman,  Mrs. 
Adolph  Rosenbaum,  Mrs.  Isaac  Rosskam,  Mrs.  Isaac  Sailer, 
Mrs.  Eva  Wolf. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer,  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  and  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  a  list  of  the  donations  received 
during  the  year,  including  the  donations  received  on  Dona¬ 
tion  Day,  a  list  of  the  legacies  bequeathed  to  the  Home  since 
its  foundation,  and  a  list  of  the  assets  of  the  Society. 
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On  motion  the  several  reports  were  received,  and  the  Secre¬ 
tary  instructed  to  have  them  printed  for  distribution  among 
the  patrons,  members  and  contributors,  together  with  the 
proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

While  the  tellers  were  preparing  their  report,  Dr.  Morris 
Jastrow,  Jr.,  addressed  the  meeting  upon  the  subject  of 
education. 

The  polls  were  ordered  closed,  and  the  tellers  reported  that 
the  several  nominees  were  duly  elected  for  their  respective 
offices,  whereupon  the  President  declared  them  elected,  and 
on  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

PRESIDENT  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Patrons  and  Members  of  the  Jewish  Foster  Home  and 

Orphan  Asylum ,  Philadelphia. 

With  profound  gratitude  to  the  Heavenly  Father  of  the 
Orphans,  we  again  report  to  you  that  the  children  of  the  Home 
are  in  enjoyment  of  good  health,  under  proper  discipline,  and 
making  fair  progress  in  their  studies. 

The  Michael  Reese  Prize  was  awarded  to  Gussie  Meyers, 
the  two  Simon  Muhr  First  Prizes  to  Barnet  Allegro  and  Rachel 
Ellis;  the  two  Simon  Muhr  Second  Prizes  to  Benjamin  Bloom¬ 
field  and  Gazelle  Sachs,  the  Payne  Medal  for  good  behavior  to 
Henry  Lyons. 

The  number  of  Children  on  Roll  on  April  ist,  1885,  was 
60 — 37  boys  and  23  girls. 

Boarding  in  the  city  while  learning  trades  6  boys  ;  since  then 
5  girls  were  indentured  to  learn  trades  and  housekeeping,  5 
boys  were  placed  in  the  city  to  learn  trades  who  still  remain 
under  the  charge  of  our  Institution,  4  boys  and  one  girl  were 
returned  to  their  respective  parents,  having  attained  the 
age  of  13  years  and  upwards,  one  boy  was  reclaimed  by  his 
mother  as  her  circumstances  had  improved  and  she  deemed 
it  her  duty  to  relieve  the  Association  of  this  charge.  Your 
Board  were  thus  enabled  to  admit  9  boys  and  4  girls,  leaving 
61  children  at  the  Home,  38  boys  and  23  girls,  and  10  boys 
boarding  in  the  city,  in  all  71  children  under  their  charge. 
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This  result  was  accomplished  by  extra  efforts  made  by  the 
Indenturing  Committee  to  find  places  for  the  children  imme¬ 
diately  after  their  attaining  their  1 3th  year,  to  make  room  for 
others. 

Your  Board  of  Managers  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  authority  granted  to  them  by  you  to  extend 
the  buildings  at  present,  but  only  made  such  necessary  additions 
to  the  kitchen  and  improvements  as  could  not  have  been 
dispensed  with.  The  desirability  of  erecting  additional 
buildings  as  spoken  of  at  our  last  report  however  still  exists, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  generous  and  charitable  spirit  of  our 
Jewish  community,  which  so  nobly  manifests  itself  on  all 
occasions,  will  prompt  them  to  voluntary  subscriptions  to  the 
Building  Fund  for  such  amounts  as  may  in  the  near  future 
justify  your  Board  of  Managers  in  making  the  necessary 
improvements  and  extensions. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  sets  forth  the  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  made  during  the  past  year.  The  receipts  were  $20,- 
212.57,  including  $1505.70  balance  on  hand  April  1st,  1885, 
and  the  expenditures  amounted  to  $18,757.3 1,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $1455.26  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  on  the  1st  inst. 

Included  in  the  receipts  were  the  following;

$1000.00  legacy  from  the  estate  of  Martin  Seidenbach,  dec’d. 

$500.00  legacy  from  the  estate  of  Myer  Gans,  dec’d. 

$150.00  legacy  from  the  estate  of  Zadock  L.  Eisner,  dec’d. 

$50.00  legacy  from  the  estate  of  Hannah  Emanuel,  dec’d. 

$300.00  for  three  life  memberships  of  Mrs.  D.  Triest,  Miss 
Louisa  S.  Teller  and  Henry  A.  Loth  of  New  York,  and  the 
sum  of  $111.20  from  Mrs.  D.  Triest,  in  memory  of  her  son 
Sydney  Triest,  for  the  creation  of  a  fund  yielding  $5  annually 
to  be  expended  as  a  prize  to  the  best  behaved  child  of  the 
Home  and  to  be  called  the  Sydney  Triest  Prize;  of  which 
$4000.00  were  invested  in  a  Bond  and  Mortgage. 

The  donations  of  $5079.14  and  of  many  useful  articles  are 
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fully  detailed  in  the  annexed  reports.  Among  the  cash  dona¬ 
tions  we  especially  mention  the  sum  of  $4250.64  for  our 
share  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  Hebrew  Charity  Ball  and 
$813  received  on  donation  day  held  on  the  1st  day  of 
Chanukah  (Dec.  3d),  1885.

The  ordinary  receipts  were  -  14,64 7  1 1 

This  proves  how  necessary  it  was  to  institute  a  Donation 
Day,  to  make  up  the  difference  caused  by  the  increased  expen¬ 
diture  in  the  support  of  the  large  number  of  children  boarding 
in  the  city  for  their  maintenance  and  clothing,  which  will 
continue  until  they  earn  enough  to  become  self-supporting. 

During  the  year  3  life  members,  12  patrons,  and  42  mem¬ 
bers  were  added,  while  7  patrons  and  17  members  resigned, 
and  several  died.  Among  the  latter  the  society  deplores  the 
death  of  one  of  its  foremost  members,  the  late  Abraham  Hart, 
who  had  been  untiring  in  his  devotion  to  the  Home  as  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Counsel,  and  as  first  president  of  the 
Home  after  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution. 

Proper  resolutions  of  the  feelings  of  your  Board  at  the 
bereavements  the  Home  sustained  were  adopted  and  placed 
on  the  records  of  the  Society. 

Dr.  Frederick  S.  Isett  was  elected  “Eye  Physician”  to  the 
Home.  Dr.  M.  S.  Cohen,  of  the  Jewish  Hospital,  Dr.  G.  W. 
Lutz,  and  Dr.  Harvey  Roop,  Dental  Surgeons,  of  Germantown, 
continue  their  best  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Children,  not  less  so 
Dr.  A.  C.  Bournonville,  to  whom  our  best  thanks  are  due  and 
are  herewith  tendered,  also  to  all  the  kind  and  generous 
donors. 

On  January  1st  Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  Rosenau,  our  former 
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Superintendent  and  Matron,  left  their  respective  positions.  Mr. 
Melvin  G.  Winstock  kindly  accepted  the  temporary  position 
as  superintendent  and  Hebrew  teacher,  and  has  received  the 
thanks  of  your  Board  for  his  prompt  readiness  in  accepting 
the  onerous  duties,  and  for  the  able  and  faithful  manner  in 
which  he  executed  them.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  Miss 
Amelia  Rosenbaum,  the  English  teacher,  who  proved  again 
her  zeal,  ability  and  lively  interest  she  always  felt  for  the 
institution  in  which  she  was  educated. 

The  ladies  of  the  Associate  Board,  and  especially  the  ladies 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  were  unceasing  in  their  efforts 
during  that  time,  supervising  the  domestic  duties  of  the 
Home. 

The  Rev.  S.  M.  Fleischman  and  wife,  lately  from  Akron, 
were  unanimously  elected  Superintendent  and  Matron.  They 
entered  upon  their  duties  on  January  24,  1886.  We  heartily 
commend  to  your  attention  the  Superintendent’s  first  report, 
which  is  herewith  annexed.  Their  excellent  record  in  the 
past  and  their  amiable  qualities  justify  the  belief  that  their 
labors  will  be  productive  of  much  good  to  the  Home  and  its 
inmates. 

Thanking  you  for  the  warm  support  given  us,  we  pray  that 
Providence  may  further  bless  our  humble  efforts  to  forward 
the  best  interests  of  our  Institution,  and  to  rear  the  children 
intrusted  to  us  to  become  good  men  and  women  in  Israel, 
and  creditable  members  of  society.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

ON  EDUCATION. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  the  Jewish 

Foster  Home  and  Orphan  Asylum. 

Gentlemen: — The  Education  Committee  take  pleasure  in 
endorsing  the  favorable  reports  of  the  children  from  the 
various  educational  departments  connected  with  the  “  Home.” 

Thirty-seven  children,  twenty-four  boys  and  thirteen 
girls,  attend  the  Spencer  Roberts  Public  School ;  their  high 
averages,  according  to  their  records,  give  evidence  of 
diligent  and  respectful  attention  during  school  hours,  as  also 
of  due  preparatory  home  study.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  our  new  incumbent,  Mr.  Fleischman,  reports  that  the 
children  give  evidence  of  having  received  careful  Hebrew  and 
Biblical  instruction,  and  that  during  the  brief  period  of  the 
organization  they  are  steadily  improving.  He  also  reports 
healthfully  and  encouragingly  of  the  moral  discipline  of  the 
institution.  Mr.  Fleischman  has  instituted  the  “  Roll  of 
Honor  ”  as  a  stimulus  to  their  moral  and  intellectual  ambition, 
upon  which  fourteen  are  already  enrolled. 

Mrs.  Fleischman  has  entire  charge  of  the  German  depart¬ 
ment,  devoting  part  of  every  day  to  instruction  in  this 
important  branch. 

Our  Home  School  numbers  twenty-three  children,  under 
the  judicious  care  of  Miss  Rosenbaum.  These  children  are 
retained  at  the  Home  until  they  are  prepared  for  the  Secondary 
School.  The  Kindergarten  work,  the  delight  and  diversion 
of  the  little  ones,  is  chiefly  the  occupation  of  their  leisure 
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hours,  during  the  warm  weather  in  the  open  air  under  the 
trees,  where  benches  and  other  facilities  are  prepared  for  this 
interesting  occupation. 

The  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some 
arrangement  be  made  for  a  separate  play-room  for  the  girls, 
which  during  the  cold  weather  is  specially  needed. 

The  Michael  Reese  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  was 
last  year  awarded  to  Gussie  Myers;  the  First  Simon  Muhr 
Prize  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  was  awarded  to  Barnet  Allegro, 
the  Second  Simon  Muhr  Prize  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  was 
awarded  to  Leon  Bloomfield.  Among  the  girls,  the  First 
Simon  Muhr  ten  dollar  ($10.00)  Prize  was  awarded  to  Rachel 
Ellis,  the  Second  Simon  Muhr  five  dollar  ($5.00)  Prize  was 
awarded  to  Gazelle  Sachs. 

The  Payne  Prize,  or  Medal,  was  awarded  to  Henry  Lyons.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Jewish  Foster 

Home  and  Orphan  Asylum. 

Gentlemen  : — I  believe  it  my  duty  to  place  before  you  at 
the  very  beginning  of  my  official  connection  with  this,  our 
beloved  Home,  the  moral  convictions,  the  motives  and  the 
policy  upon  which  my  government  of  the  institution  and  its 
inmates  is  to  be  based,  so  that  there  may  be  a  perfect  under¬ 
standing  between  the  Managers  and  the  Superintendent, 
which  cannot  be  otherwise  than  conducive  to  the  happiness 
of  the  inmates.  I  recognize  the  high  duties  and  the  respon¬ 
sible  position  which  the  superintendent  of  an  Orphan  Asylum 
occupies,  as  the  moral,  intellectual,  religious,  and  physical 
educator  of  children,  who  by  virtue  of  their  birth,  relations, 
and  former  surroundings,  as  well  as  their  future  position  in 
society,  require  peculiar  and  well  studied  treatment  to  make 
of  them  not  merely  no  disgrace,  but  an  ornament  to  society, 
and  an  honor  to  Judaism  and  the  Home.  I  also  recognize 
the  obligation  which  the  superintendent  assumes  towards  the 
President  and  the  Managers  of  the  Home,  as  the  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  benevolent  people  who  support  it,  in  so  far  as  it 
is  his  duty  to  shape  his  course  so  that  the  institution  may 
lose  no  old  friends,  but  gain  new  ones,  and  that  by  his 
government  the  already  high  standard  of  the  Home  shall  be 
so  raised  that  its  claim  to  moral  and  financial  support  shall 
be  unquestioned,  and  its  worth  as  a  Model  Institution  recog¬ 
nized  throughout  the  land.  Basing  my  motives  upon  the 
moral  conviction  herein  expressed,  I  begin  with  the  Home. 

Men  and  women  who  have  for  years  identified  themselves 
with  a  benevolent  object,  which  through  their  labor  of  love 
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has  enlarged  in  proportions  and  has  proportionately  grown 
dear  to  their  hearts,  are  apt,  because  of  their  love  and  admir¬ 
ation  for  it,  to  overlook  its  faults  and  shortcomings.  But  the 
stranger,  who  enters  with  opinion  unbiased,  and  whose 
judgment  is  modeled  by  experience  and  a  good  insight  into 
the  proper  government  of  public  institutions,  recognizes  these 
defects,  because  he  comes  into  daily  contact  with  the 
unpleasant  results  which  arise  therefrom.  I  would  therefore 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
serious  objections  to  the  use  of  our  second  floor  hall  as  a 
play-room  for  the  girls.  A  play-house  for  the  girls  is  an 
important  necessity. 

The  physical  development  of  our  children  is  a  very 
important  subject,  and  should  receive  due  consideration. 
Health  is  the  pre-requisite  of  all  success  in  life,  and  health  is 
the  outgrowth  of  physical  endurance.  We  should  therefore 
be  careful  to  develop  the  strength,  and  harden  the  physical 
organization  of  our  children  by  proper  physical  training. 
Arrangements  for  that  purpose  should  therefore  be  made. 

The  moral  instruction  of  all  children  in  an  Orphan  Asylum 
must  be  directed  to  two  points  :  the  eradication  of  bad  and 
the  development  of  good  traits.  The  first  pre-requisite  of 
success  in  the  education  of  such  children  is,  that  superinten¬ 
dent  and  matron  secure  their  affection.  Love  is  a  far  more 
effective  motor  than  fear,  and  while  discipline  must  be 
enforced  and  order  maintained,  yet  sternness  must  ever  be  a 
plant  drawing  its  life  from  a  heart  full  of  love  for  those  whose 
character  it  endeavors  to  improve.  Children  are  children, 
and  must  be  treated  as  such  whether  born  in  a  hovel  or 
cradled  in  a  palace,  their  treatment  (making  allowances  for 
social  position)  must  ever  be  the  same.  Throwing  aside 
corporeal  punishment  as  an  unfit  means  to  the  end  in  view,  it 
seems  but  natural  that  its  place  must  be  supplied  by  some 
other  better  and  more  powerful  influence. 

My  policy  is  not  to  suppress  by  force,  but  to  develop  by 
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kindness,  constant  watchfulness,  and  by  moral  suasion.  A  bad 
boy  may  be  kept  in  check  by  the  constant  fear  of  the  rod 
(and  temporary  punishment  of  this  kind  must  at  times  be 
inflicted),  but  it  will  only  suppress,  but  never  eradicate  his 
evil  inclinations.  Kindness  and  moral  teachings,  supported 
by  affection  and  respect  for  the  guardian,  will  develop  noble 
qualities  in  the  human  heart,  which  by  constant  growth  must 
crowd  out  evil  inclinations  and  arouse  that  self-respect  and 
ambition  which  is  the  ne  plus  ultra  of  all  self-government. 
It  may  be  put  down  as  a  true  maxim,  that  what  you  want 
children  to  do,  you  must  first  do  yourself.  If  you  want  them 
to  be  prompt,  you  must  be  so  yourself ;  if  you  want  them  to 
be  neat,  you  must  set  the  example.  It  is  thus  by  example 
and  precept  that  we  hope  to  arouse  and  develop  their  self- 
respect  and  pride,  so  that  neatness,  promptness,  truthfulness, 
honesty,  and  capability  may  become  prominent  features  of  our 
children’s  character. 

With  this  object  in  view,  I  have  introduced  a  system  of 
credits  and  demerits,  and  a  Roll  of  Honor.  Credits  and 
demerits  will  determine  their  right  to  prizes  at  the  end  of  the 
year  (for  good  behavior).  On  the  Roll  of  Honor  the  names 
of  those  children  are  inscribed  whose  conduct  in  school  and 
at  home  entitles  them  to  meritorious  or  distinguished  notice. 
A  year  is  a  long  time  to  wait  for  a  prize,  while  by  holding 
out  to  them  the  promise  of  a  certificate  of  good  behavior  as  a 
reward,  I  obtain  excellent  results.  “ 

I  believe  that  every  child  leaving  this  Home  should  carry 
with  it  a  certificate  of  good  behavior,  as  a  recommendation 
and  moral  support  in  its  struggles  for  success  in  life.  I 
believe  that  this  inducement  held  out  to  the  children  will  aid  in 
proper  discipline,  while  the  fear  of  being  deprived  of  this  will 
restrain  the  more  unruly  ones.
